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TEENAGE LAUREN’S LEGACY AS HER ORGANS SAVE LIVES OF OTHERS 



THE family of a 17-year-old girl who 
died following an asthma attack, have 
said that some of her organs have been 
used to help save the lives of four peo¬ 
ple. 

Lauren Wilkinson, from Darlaston, 
who was affectionately known as Lolly, 
suffered with brittle asthma and a host 
of other allergies from birth. 

She was a frequent visitor to Walsall 
Manor Hospital’s children’s emergency 
centre throughout her childhood. 

But on January 16 this year the 
A-level student, who also volunteered 
at Darlaston Football Club, died from a 
cardiac arrest following an asthma at¬ 
tack. Since then her mother Pam Bam- 


ford has given consent for her organs 
to be used to help others, despite being 
previously against the idea. 

She said: “To see her like that, know¬ 
ing she was gone, made me realise that 
if there was anything I could have been 
given to save her as a mum I would 
have taken it. It made me think about 
how many families there are out there 
waiting and hoping for an organ to give 
their child their life back. 

“We’ve since been told that she has 
helped four people - three have received 
her kidneys and liver, and another has 
undergone a bowel transplant. And her 
tissue will also be used to help others.” 

Now her family wants to create a 


lasting tribute to Lauren with the help 
of Walsall Healthcare NHS Trust’s 
Well Wishers charity. The money will 
be used to help fund the hospital’s res¬ 
piratory team in the paediatric unit. 

More than £5,000 has been raised 
so far. Lauren’s relatives also want to 
raise awareness of how asthma can af¬ 
fect sufferers. 

Sister Kerry Wilkinson said: “Our 
little sister was all about turning a 
negative into a positive and we see the 
organ donation and the fundraising 
we’re doing as carrying on her wishes. 
She was such a big presence in all of 
our lives, she was amazing, lovable and 
witty and it’s time for us to step up 


and do her proud now.” Sister Nicola 
Waite, who works at Walsall Council, 
paid tribute to the care Lauren received 
at the hospital and said: “They went 
above and beyond. 

This is why we want to work with the 
Well Wishers charity to come up with 
something that can help other teenag¬ 
ers like her. 

“It is so very hard for our family - 
our mum, stepdad Scott, her sisters, 
brother Stuart and her step brothers 
and sisters, to carry on without her.”

MP fears move opens way for 11+and grammar schools 


CAUTION AT FREE 
SCHOOLS SCHEME 


PLANS for three new schools to help turn 
round Walsall’s education standards have 
left the borough’s political leaders divided. 

As reported last week, three new free schools are to 
be built in Walsall after getting the green light from 
central government. Darlaston Technology Primary is 
to open in Darlaston, Willenhall Technology Primary 
in Willenhall and Blakenall Free School in Blakenall. 


Between them they will cre¬ 
ate hundreds of extra school 
places across the borough, 
with the Government hoping 
they will help turn Walsall’s 
education, which has been de¬ 
scribed as being at an ‘all time 
low’, around. It is hoped all the 
schools will open in time for the 
2018/19 academic year. 

The move has been welcomed 
by councillor Mike Bird, the for¬ 
mer leader of the council. 

Demographic 

He said: “Education is at an 
all-time low in Walsall and we 
have not been able to improve it 
for years despite trying. 

“In Blakenall especially it has 
a changing demographic and is 
great news for them.” 

However Walsall North MP 
David Winnick is not convinced 
by the plans and thinks the Gov¬ 
ernment is trying to revert the 
UK’s education system back to¬ 
wards grammar schools and the 
11+ exams. 

He said: “I have considera¬ 
ble doubts about whether free

schools are the answer for an 
adequate education for all the 
children in the borough. 

“Time will tell but it does 
seem to me that the present gov¬ 
ernment wish to return to gram¬ 
mar schools and the old system 
of the 11+ , which puts an unfair 
amount of pressure on children 
at a young age.” 

The new primary in Dar¬ 
laston, which will be based 
off Slater Street and cater for 
more than 400 pupils, has been 
praised by local councillor Doug 
James. 

He said: “We have a school 
places crisis locally and this 
has not been met by successive 
council administrations. Now we 
have a new Technology Primary 
on the way. This is good news fir 
local children and families” 

The new school in Blakenall 
will be run by the Windsor Acad¬ 
emy Trust and have space for 
more than 900 pupils.

THIEVES targeted a great-grandfather in 
his own home stealing more than £3,000 
and his late wife’s wedding ring. 

The callous distraction burglars struck 
in Streetly on Wednesday morning leav¬ 
ing 80-year-old Colin Bennett heartbroken 
when he realised what had happened. 

Around 11am a man knocked the door at 
his address claiming he had been sent by 
the water board. Mr Bennett let him inside, 
leading him into the kitchen where the sus¬ 
pect carried out supposed inspections. 

Little did he know at that point that a sec¬ 
ond person had sneaked into the property to 
raid the upstairs bedrooms. 

His wife Irene passed away in June last 
year, aged 85. He said: “These people that 
do this sort of thing are the scum of the 
earth. I am usually sharp with these things. 
If people come to the door saying they are 
from a company, I say ‘okay I’ll ring them 
up now’. But on Wednesday I just went 
blank. I look at photos of my wife now and 
say ‘I have let you down love’.” 

Mr Bennett had known Irene since he 
was a teenager and they were married 
for 57 years, having two sons Craig, aged 
56, and Neil, aged 46, two grandchildren 
and four great-grandchildren. He said she 
agreed to go out with him after he wrote to 
her while serving in the RAF. 

“I know I will not get the money back but 
I am asking the two that done it to look at 
their conscience and return the wedding 
ring.”

A&E figures at the 
Manor improving 

WALSALL Manor Hospital’s under pres¬ 
sure A&E department has finally shown 
the first signs of recovery following a typ¬ 
ically difficult winter period where perfor¬ 
mance slumped. In January the proportion 
of patients having to wait longer than the 
four-hour target nearly reached one in four 
- 24.3 per cent. 

But the latest figures have shown that 
there was a substantial improvement in 
February with the hospital managing to 
deal with 81 per cent of people in time. 

But this is still off the national benchmark 
of 95 per cent. Hospital staff were helped 
by a significant reduction in attendance in 
the month with 5,593 people through the 
doors compared to 6,401 in January.

Caravan blaze is 
suspected arson 

A CARAVAN was destroyed in a sus¬ 
pected arson attack. Firefighters were 
called to Vernon Close, Willenhall, at 
8.49am on Saturday. 

A crew from Willenhall and Bilston 
attended but the caravan could not be 
saved. A picture released by Willenhall 
Fire on Twitter showed that the back 
half had been completely obliterated 
with only a blackened and charred 
base remaining. 

A West Midlands Fire Service 
spokeswoman said: “The caravan was 
100 per cent destroyed by fire.”

Bookshop appeal 
as partner falls ill 

THE owner of a popular independent 
bookshop in Walsall has said it faces clo¬ 
sure after his partner had a heart attack. 

Scott Southey recently set up a 
crowd-funding website to help with an ex¬ 
pansion to the Lower Hall Lane shop, how¬ 
ever following co-owner Amy Carter’s heart 
attack, he now claims the pair are trying to 
raise funds to save it. 

He said: “Amy, my lovely other half, has 
been ill over the past few weeks so we had 
to limit the shops hours. We have put our 
blood sweat and tears into the shop over 
the past three years, so it would be heart¬ 
breaking if we had to close.”

THE end has come for a disused former 
pub after it was razed to the ground. 

The Boat, on Bentley Road South, 
Darlaston, which has been a target for 
arsonists and vandals since its closure 
in 2006, has been reduced to rubble in 
order to make way for redevelopment. 

Last year, the site was hit by four fires 
in a fortnight, prompting calls from fire 
bosses and local councillors to tear it 
down. Councillor Doug James, who rep¬ 
resents the Darlaston area, said: “After 
many thousands of pints and happy 
hours, welcoming nights, some of the 


best Real Ales the Black Country could 
offer, the Boat has finally sunk. 

“Let’s see regeneration in Darlaston 
and get this area brought to life.” 

During the course of 2005, it was 
named the best pub of the year by the 
Campaign for Real Ale’s local branch 
but shut its doors a year later. 

It soon attracted a number of fly-tip¬ 
pers and one man was fined more than 
£10,000 during 2009 for dumping scrap 
metal and car parts at the site, as well as 
at another spot in Walsall. 

The borough council spent £3,700 


clearing the rubbish before an unau¬ 
thorised car cleaning operation moved 
onto the site. It was shut down as part 
of a council crackdown. 

This led to the firm obtaining permis¬ 
sion to set up at the plot legitimately for 
a maximum of two years from 2010. 

While the bulldozers have come for 
The Boat, other pubs in the Darlaston 
area also face disappearing from the 
town’s landscape forever. The Spring¬ 
head Tavern in Walsall Road will be 
turned into eight flats under plans sub¬ 
mitted to Walsall Council. 


Staff in online sex chat 
claims leave care firm 


FOUR disgraced staff have left 
Caremark in the wake of alle¬ 
gations that workers were con¬ 
ducting online sex chats from 
their office. 

The company, based at Green Lane, 
in Walsall, which provides home care 
services, confirmed one employee was 
sacked while three others had re¬ 
signed during the investigation on the 
back of a national newspaper sting op¬ 
eration, last month. 

Kevin Lewis, chief executive of Care¬ 
mark, said: “Caremark was so concerned 
about what had happened that we imme¬ 
diately sent a team in to carry out a full 
investigation. All four staff members in¬ 
volved have now left the business, three 
resigned during the investigation and one 
person was dismissed. 

“I am still shocked and appalled by this 
unacceptable behaviour. But we have 
remained committed to our top priority 
which is the care of our clients, which was 
never compromised, and we have been 
working closely with the CQC (Care Qual¬ 
ity Commission) and the local authority 
(Walsall Council) throughout this process. 

Websites 

“I take the professional conduct of all 
Caremark operations extremely seriously 
and my team acted swiftly and efficiently 
in holding those involved in this unfortu¬ 
nate and unpleasant incident to account.” 

It was claimed employees were adver¬ 
tising their services through online es¬ 
corting websites, charging punters nearly 
£2 a minute for lewd internet video chats. 
Footage showed two staff members posing 
topless whilst seemingly at work. 

Initially Caremark confirmed two sus¬ 
pensions had been made and issued reas¬ 
surances that the company’s clients had 
not been affected by the behaviour of the 
employees which was thought to have 
taken place in an administrative office. 

Walsall Council’s health chief, Ian Rob¬ 
ertson, had called for a swift resolution and 
welcomed the latest developments. He said: 
“It is great news. It was very important 
this was resolved as quickly as possible to 
give security for the people they look after. 

“How they managed to slip through the 
net in the first place needs to be looked at.”

Fortnight 
sees more 
than 100 ops 
cancelled 

MORE than 100 operations were can¬ 
celled at Walsall Manor Hospital in less 
than a fortnight. 

Health watchdogs have called for an 
investigation after raising concerns pa¬ 
tients were subjected to additional anxi¬ 
ety and inconvenience - with some being 
told of cancellations at short notice. 

There were 114 non-urgent elective 
procedures cancelled between Monday, 
March 20, and Friday, March 31. Work 
preparing a new intensive treatment 
unit was also blamed for the postpone¬ 
ments along with staff shortages. 

Healthwatch Walsall has referred the 
matter to Walsall Council’s health scru¬ 
tiny group requesting members delve 
into the matter further. 

They have also issued an appeal to pa¬ 
tients affected to get in touch and speak 
out about their experiences. 

Simon Fogell, chief officer for Health- 
watch Walsall, said: “Most pre-planned 
elective surgery at the hospital was can¬ 
celled at the end of March and many of 
those affected were told only one or two 
weeks before. We have now received as¬ 
surances from the trust that no-one’s 
health was made worse by the delays.” 

Amir Khan, trust medical director, 
said: “We would like to apologise to 
anyone affected by the cancellation of 
non-urgent surgery. We want to assure 
patients that such a decision is never 
taken lightly.”

This has been made possible by a 
subsidy paid to the bus operator by 
councillor Worrall from his councillor’s 
allowance. Councillor Worrall said: “The 
message to everyone, as always, is ‘use it 
or lose it’.”

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Worker who 
stole firm's 
£l.5k told to 
pay it back 

AN employee who stole £1,500 in cash 
meant for his company has been or¬ 
dered to pay it back. 

Andrew Charles, aged 51, from 
High Street, Bloxwich, worked for 
Fastcar, an automotive parts shop 
also located on High Street, in a role 
which involved travelling around the 
country and collecting money from 

On August 9, 2016, he travelled 
to Sheffield to collect numerous pay¬ 
ments, totalling £1,500. 

However, when he returned to 
Bloxwich, he told bosses that his car 
had been broken into and the money 
taken, along with a bag of his own. 

CCTV footage later sourced by the 
company showed that he was driving 
back to his home at the time he al¬ 
leged the break in took place. 

When asked to come in and explain 
what had happened, Charles declined 
and was not seen again. 

Charles had pleaded not guilty to 
one count of theft by employee on 
December 12, 2016 at Walsall Magis¬ 
trates Court, before being convicted 
after trial on April 5. 

During his sentencing at Walsall 
Magistrates Court, prosecutor David 
Devine said that Charles had four pre¬ 
vious convictions for benefit fraud in 
2015. 

Charles was given a prison sentence 
of 84 days suspended for two years 
and ordered to carry out 150 hours 
unpaid work over the next year. 

He was also ordered to pay a victim 
surcharge of £115, court costs of £600 
and repay the £1,500. 

Firm's sweets 
and samosas 

MORE than 1,000 samosas and 
sweets were handed out at a day of 
religious celebrations at home repairs 
company HomeServe in Walsall. 

The firm, one of the borough’s big¬ 
gest employers, organised a day-long 
event in recognition of the work of 
hundreds of volunteers who have 
helped the Sikh group Midland Lan- 
gar Seva Society and it coincided 
with the eve of the new year festival 
Vaisakhi. 

Members of the group take food to 
the homeless every night, with provid¬ 
ing food, or langar, being a principle of 
the Sikh faith. HomeServe is a regular 
contributor to the charitable society 
which helps to feed, clothe and sup¬ 
port homeless and vulnerable people 
across the West Midlands.

Killer 



Life - Sivan Amin 


gets 40 years for second murder 


AN ‘extraordinarily dangerous’ killer from 
the West Midlands who stabbed a friend to 
death has been jailed for life with a mini¬ 
mum of 40 years. Sivan Amin, aged 37, 
knifed Mircea Gheorghe Cozmiuc more 
than 20 times after becoming jealous of his 
relationship with another man. 

The court heard he had killed in similar 
circumstances while living in Sweden in 
2008. The murder of Mr Cozmiuc, in Carter 
Road, Wolverhampton, came just two years 
after he had been released for the previous 
killing. Judge Melbourne Inman QC told 
Amin: “I am satisfied that you are singu¬ 
larly an extraordinarily dangerous man. 


“You are only 37 but you’ve already mur¬ 
dered two people - and murdered them for 
reasons and in circumstances that are likely 
to recur throughout your life.” 

Amin, of Merridale Street West, who had 
given 23-year-old Mr Cozmiuc gifts, in¬ 
cluding a bracelet, said he loved him ‘like 
a brother’ but became increasingly angry 
after fellow Romanian Andrei Bourceanu 
moved into the house and began sharing 
a room. Amin called their relationship ‘in¬ 
appropriate’. After several rows, Amin was 
finally kicked out of the Carter Road house 
last June following a dispute over the rent 
during which he threatened to ‘put a bul¬ 


let through’ his housemate’s body. Amin 
posted homophobic messages on the pho¬ 
to-sharing service Instagram featuring pic¬ 
tures of the victim with Mr Bourceanu. 

On September 3, Amin drove to Carter 
Road and launched a frenzied attack in the 
street as Mr Cozmiuc set off to go to work 
at Amazon in Rugeley just before 7am. He 
then drove home and, minutes later, used 
a friend’s car to dump his blood-stained 
clothes. But the attack had been seen by a 
neighbour. 

He had denied murdering Mr Cozmiuc. 
Judge Inman added: “This was a particu¬ 
larly savage and brutal attack.” 


Secondary school places 

are short by nearly 200 


THERE are hundreds more appli¬ 
cations for secondary school plac¬ 
es in Walsall than the borough has 
space for. 

A total of 4,496 pupils have applied for 
Year 7 entry this autumn but there are 
only 3,719 places available according to 
figures obtained by a Freedom of Infor¬ 
mation request. 

While 589 hopefuls came from outside of the 
borough, it still leaves 188 pupils living within 
Walsall applying for places who are set to miss 
out. Politicians have expressed concerns at the 
situation while some have pointed the finger at 
academies saying schools should be under the 
control of the local authority. 

Walsall Councillor Chris Towe, who was 
children’s services boss in 2015/16 under the 
previous administration, said: “You have got 
to consider things like population increases, 
but now fewer secondary schools are under the 
local authority control. Clearly children have 
got to be found a place, you can’t have children 
not having a school.” 

Academies 

Walsall North Labour MP David Winnick 
also declared academies were part of the prob¬ 
lem. 

He added: “I do not think free schools and 
academies are the answer as there is no ac¬ 
countability. Schools should be run by the local 
authority.” 

Former council leader Mike Bird said that 
Barr Beacon School, rated ‘Outstanding’ by Of- 
sted and where he is governor, typically receive 
twice the number of applicants than available 
places. 

He stated all schools should be ‘Good’ or 
better in the borough to ensure children had a 
chance of sound education. 

Walsall Council confirmed that as of March 
1, the national secondary offer date, 74.5 per 
cent of children in the borough, whose parents 
submitted applications on time, were offered 
their first choice, while 94 per cent were offered 
one of their preferred schools. 

The authority’s website states: “We always 
try to meet a parent’s first preference, but 
sometimes more applications for places are re¬ 
ceived than the school has places available. We 
are under a duty to offer your child a place in a 
school, and if we cannot meet any of your pref¬ 
erences, we will offer you a place in the nearest 
school with spaces available.”

Record-breaking 
start for airport 

BIRMINGHAM Airport is celebrating 
a record-breaking start to spring after 
it handled tens of thousands of extra 
passengers last month. 

New figures show 904,790 passen¬ 
gers passed through the airport in 
March, 73,000 more than in the same 
month in 2016, up by 8.9 per cent. 

Both long and short haul services 
saw significant growth with long haul 
up by 8.3 per cent compared to the 
same month last year and short haul 
up by nine per cent. By the end of this 
year, it will have invested £450m on 
developing its infrastructure.

DIY disasters

THE Midlands is the second most 
costly place for repairing DIY mis¬ 
takes in the UK, according to new 
research. People in the Midlands pay 
more than £3,600 on repairing their 
DIY disasters. 

Only Londoners pay more and it is 
people in their 20s and 30s who ap¬ 
pear to be particularly keen to take on 
risky tasks usually left to profession¬ 
als with 19 per cent tackling electrical 
wiring and 13 per cent brave enough 
to attempt a house extension.

LABOUR’S mayoral candidate for the 
West Midlands, Sion Simon has wel¬ 
comed the introduction of contactless 
payment on buses as he reiterated his 
pledge to freeze fares for a year. 

The bus operator has begun a trial 
of contactless payment on services 
between Birmingham and Solihull, 
which could extend into the Black 
Country if successful. 

It means passengers may no longer 
have to check they have the correct 
change before boarding.

It's go slow for drivers as city is 
hit by a swathe of roadworks 


WOLVERHAMPTON has been named as one of the 
slowest cities in the UK for drivers - with council 
chiefs accused of ‘waging a war against motorists’. 

Analysis by vehicle tracking firm Satrak ranked 
Wolverhampton fifth worst for the average driving 
speed, with motorists travelling at 14.79mph. It fol¬ 
lows the announcement of an upcoming 18-month 
swathe of roadworks on the A449. 

Conservative group leader Wendy Thompson has 
urged bosses to rethink proposals for the scheme 
between Junction 2 of the M54, at Fordhouses, and 
Springfield Lane. Bosses had described them as 
‘short-term pain for long-term gain’. 

But Councillor Thompson has accused the au¬ 
thority’s Labour leadership of clogging up routes 
into the city which are vital for both workers and 
shoppers and costing businesses cash. 


Labour cabinet member Milkinder Jaspal said 
she was ‘talking nonsense’. 

Councillor Thompson added: “I can’t believe 
the amount of roadworks that are going on. The 
amount of time some of them are taking is abso¬ 
lutely incredible. The cost for businesses must be 
enormous and the frustration for drivers as well. 

Impression 

“It is a war against motorists. We know road¬ 
works need doing and development needs to take 
place. But all this work gives the impression of a 
lack of co-ordination and a lack of sympathy for 
motorists.” 

The aim of the newly-announced project is to im¬ 
prove access to i54, the Wolverhampton Business 
Park, and the Junction 2 employment area. 


It is expected to be funded by the Black Country 
Local Enterprise Partnership ‘Local Growth Fund’. 

Earlier this month work began in Newhampton 
Road West, Wolverhampton, to replace more than 
lkm of iron gas mains. 

Other works are ongoing further south on the 
Stafford Road, in Wolverhampton city centre on 
Pipers Row, and on the Birmingham New Road 
near Coseley. 

Councillor Jaspal said: “Saying we are waging 
war against motorists is a load of rubbish. We’re 
making constant improvements to the roads and 
a lot of roadworks are also being done by utility 
companies and they are urgent work that needs to 
be done.” 

Cambridge was ranked the slowest city in the UK 
in the figures, with average speeds of 13.73mph. 


Potholes plague persists

WE asked readers to help us 
highlight some of our worst 
pothole-plagued roads - and 
you did not let us down. 

In fact, the problem seems to be 
worse than we feared with some 
shocking pictures of crumbling 
roads arriving from across the 
Black Country and Staffordshire. 

And it would appear, from the re¬ 
ports we are getting, that the problem 
is particularly severe across Stafford¬ 
shire. 

Motorist Paul Gill sent us this pic¬ 
ture of Hill Top in Hednesford where 
fresh road markings have simply been 
painted over the potholes! 

He said: “The potholes around 
Hednesford are ridiculous particu¬ 
larly ALL around the islands at Hill 
Top (Hill Street/Uxbridge Street) but 
amazingly instead of them being filled 
they get the lines painted through 
them! You can see just how deep this 
hole is by the dip in the white line. 

Riddled 

Andrew Kennerley sent us pictures 
of Carlisle Road on the Longford Es¬ 
tate which has been flagged up before 
by readers. He said: “I must say the 
surface of the Wellington Drive end 
of the road is completely breaking up. 
I have tried reporting but when the 
council gets round to filling one, about 
three appear! It’s one of the worst 
roads I know of in Cannock.” 

This road was also highlighted by 
Sandra McLeod. She said: “The whole 
length of the road is riddled with very 
bad potholes and you cannot swerve 
past them in your car as residents park 
on the road nearly the whole length 
down one side mainly.” 

Diane Clement was one of a num¬ 
ber of readers who pointed out an¬ 
other stretch of road in Staffordshire 
which is a pothole hotspot - the A460

between the M6 Junction 11 and the 
M6 Toll slip road. 

She said: “This is a very busy 
stretch of road where traffic is trav¬ 
elling at a high speed (unlike the 
urban potholes where cars are travel¬ 
ling below 30mph). There are several 
large areas of damage to the surface 
of the road. 

“I often take this road to get to the 
toll road and find I have to pick my 
way. At the weekend coming south 
on this road it was dark and I could 
not avoid the potholes as I was trav¬ 
elling at about 40mph I went bang 
into one of them. I think I was lucky 
not to damage my suspension.” 

And don’t think that the villages 
are immune. In Pattingham the High 
Street is covered in potholes as the 


pictures above show. But the prob¬ 
lem is not restricted to Staffordshire. 
We have already had a number of 
crumbling roads flagged up to us in 
Wolverhampton, Bloxwich and King- 
swinford and now Sid Clegg has high¬ 
lighted problems in Halesowen. 

He said the ‘whole length of Rich¬ 
mond Street from Windsor School 
gate to the brow of the hill’ has pot¬ 
holes. 

There may, however, be some relief 
on the way for Hednesford drivers 
with hopes of a road improvement 
scheme being carried out at Hill Top. 

Hednesford and Rawnsley county 
councillor George Adamson said the 
county council had agreed to put 
the long-awaited road improvement 
scheme at Hill Top into this year’s 


road improvements programme. The 
final programme is to be confirmed 
in the next few weeks. The scheme, 
at £225,000, includes resurfacing the 
junction and approximately 50 me¬ 
tres of the approaches to it. Council¬ 
lor Adamson said: “Local people have 
been asking for this work to be done 
for a long time. .”

Streets ahead 
as candidate 
back on track 
for superprlx 

MAYORAL candidate Andy Street 
has revealed plans to attract Chan¬ 
nel 4 to the West Midlands and bring 
back Birmingham Superprix racing. 

The creation of a ‘digital skills in¬ 
stitute’ and a new graduate retention 
programme are included in proposals 
by Mr Street to help the region attract 
29,000 new technology jobs. 

The Conservative candidate said: 
“Digital is vital to the continued suc¬ 
cess of the West Midlands economy 
because it is the golden thread across 
all the industries which will provide 
jobs in the 21st century and forms a 
key part of the bid to bring Channel 4 
to the region. 

“While I led John Lewis, we went 
from 12 per cent orders online to over 
50 per cent during the last Christmas 
period. We needed to innovate to keep 
up with the needs of our customers. 

“The Mayor needs to lead the 
charge to bring digital skills and dig¬ 
ital jobs to the West Midlands. We 
need someone who has the necessary 
experience and skills to make it the 
digital revolution success for the West 
Midlands.” 

A consultation is taking place into 
whether Channel 4 should relocate 
outside of London. Mr Street also 
welcomed new laws which will help 
support his vision for a revival of the 
Birmingham Superprix. 

He has highlighted the idea of a 
new version of the Superprix, focused 
on the new generation of electric ve¬ 
hicles, in his manifesto. The original 
Superprix ran in Birmingham from 
1986 to 1990. 

Region has the 
most dangerous 
roads in Britain 

THE West Midlands has the most 
dangerous roads in the country, ac¬ 
cording to official figures. 

There were 37,153 people hurt or 
killed in the region between 2011 and 
2015 - making it the most lethal area 
to drive a car in the country. 

But residents are less likely to be a 
casualty in a road accident with just 
one in 155 likely to be hurt or killed 
on the road. The analysis from gov¬ 
ernment statistics, gathered by Witter 
Towbars, revealed that Staffordshire 
was the 16th most dangerous part of 
the country to travel through by car 
with 19,577 people hurt or killed over 
the period. 

But one in 56 people were likely to 
be involved in a serious collision, the 
research shows based on population. 

The most dangerous stretches of 
road had 30mph speed limits - mak¬ 
ing up 57 per cent of all accidents that 
led to injury or death. The next most 
dangerous was 60mph, followed by 
40mph zones. 

The data suggests that drivers are 
odds-on to crash on a Thursday - and 
least likely on Mondays - according to 
the figures.

Councillors 
pay freeze 
is backed 
at meeting 

COUNCILLORS on Walsall Council 
agreed to have their pay frozen on 
Monday as plans to introduce ‘cabinet 
support members’ were thrown out. 

The 58 councillors were asked at 
their full council meeting to consent 
to a freeze on their pay in line with 
employees at the council who have al¬ 
ready agreed to the move. 

The proposal was described as ‘only 
fair’ by the authority’s leader Coun¬ 
cillor Sean Coughlan as he battles to 
find £86 million of savings by 2020. 

The councillors were not able to 
accept a freeze at the same time as 
council staff as their allowances need 
to be discussed through an independ¬ 
ent remuneration panel. 

The panel has also presented op¬ 
tions for four ‘cabinet support mem¬ 
bers’ to receive an extra £3,462 each 
as a special responsibility allowance 
(SRA), which councillor Coughlan 
said he would not be proceeding with 
at the meeting. 

Councillor Coughlan said: “I be¬ 
lieve, as I am sure everyone here 
does, that it is only fair we have a pay 
freeze. In terms of the cabinet support 
members, I have been in politics long 
enough to know when to back down 
and it is clear that tonight the pro¬ 
posals for cabinet support members 
will not get the support to be brought 
forward.” 

However, councillor Mike Bird, the 
Conservative opposition leader, called 
them ‘non-jobs’ and said he didn’t be¬ 
lieve the workload taken on by some 
cabinet members meant they should 
be allowed a new support member.

Speaking at 
a Walsall Council full council meet¬ 
ing, councillor Perry handed over a 
3,082-signature petition to bosses 
calling on the authority to consider 
keeping it open.

However, he said that there seems 
to be an interest in looking to use the 
site on Pelsall Village Centre for a 
book exchange. Speaking at the meet¬ 
ing, councillor Perry said: “I don’t 
intend to debate the pros and cons of 
closing our library. 

“Since the announcement that Pel¬ 
sall library would be affected by these 
closures, I have had meetings with 
community groups looking to take 
over the site on a voluntary basis. 
What we are being told is that there 
are plans in place to turn the library 
into a book exchange. Libraries are 


not just a place to get a book out, they 
offer respite for people in our commu¬ 
nity and a chance for people to talk 
on a level they otherwise don’t get the 
chance to do. The idea of allowing a 
book exchange to be put in place in¬ 
stead of allowing volunteers to run 
the site as it was before is a slap in 
the face.” 

As well as being a fairly new library 
which was opened at vast expense 
to the council, Pelsall residents also 
argue that the library’s visitor figures 
are the highest in the borough apart 
from the main library. 


Council boss: 'Things 
could be much worse' 


RESIDENTS who have signed a 
petition calling on a Black Country 
council to campaign against Cen¬ 
tral Government over cuts have 
been told ‘things could be much 
worse’. 

At a full meeting of Walsall Council, a 
2,340 signature petition calling on the 
authority to ‘Save Our Services’ was pre¬ 
sented to bosses, with Walsall Against 
Cuts member Andy Summers giving an 
impassioned speech to a packed house. 

During the speech, he asked councillors to 
‘stop doing the Government’s dirty work’, 
which he says affects Walsall’s most disadvan¬ 
taged people. 

Mr Summers said: “Our petition relates to 
years of extreme council cuts that have affected 
everyone in Walsall. I know that none of you 
got into local government to make these cuts 
and do the Government’s dirty work, so we ask 
that you represent us against these extreme 
actions.” 

Remain 

Cuts have forced Walsall Council to budget 
for £86 million in savings over the next four 
years. Originally, the council proposed to shut 
15 of the borough’s 16 libraries, leaving just 
Central Library on Lichfield Street open which 
would also incorporate the leather museum 
and local history centre. 

However, six of the 15 at risk libraries are 
now to remain open, with the leather museum 
also staying put. Aldridge, Bloxwich, Brown- 
hills, Darlaston and Willenhall libraries have 
all been saved, while Streetly library will be 
community run. Beechdale, Blakenall, New 
Invention (Willenhall), Pelsall, Pheasey, Pleck, 
Rushall, South Walsall and Walsall Wood li¬ 
braries will all close during the 2017/18 finan¬ 
cial years. 

Council leader Sean Coughlan, said: “Of 
course it is important that people have their 
say. However, I have said from the beginning 
that we have to set a legally balanced budget 
and that is what we have done. 

“Things could actually be much worse, I have 
seen it myself, where the council has been put 
into special measures. If that happens as the 
result of us not setting a balanced budget, Gov¬ 
ernment will do that again and they will cut 
services without a care and without the con¬ 
sultation that has been crucial to our process.” 


Legend of leather museum dies

TRIBUTES have been paid to Ron 
Hawkins - a volunteer at Walsall 
Leather Museum for nearly 30 
years and RAF veteran - who has 
died aged 91. 

Born in Walsall in 1925, the 
former RAF telegrapher, began 
working in the leather trade as 
a currier at ET Holden in Park 
Street in February 1940. After 
starting in warehousing, he 
quickly showed an aptitude for the 
craft and became an apprentice. 

Eventually he was called up and 
joined the RAF and became a high 


speed telegrapher. After more 
than 77 years in the leather trade, 
he finally hung up his famous 
white coat and called a day just 
after his 90th birthday. 

He died on March 31. Mr 
Hawkins was immensely proud of 
his time in the Forces and often 
talked of his experiences in later 
years, said friends. 

After the war had ended, Mr 
Hawkins returned to Holden’s and 
completed his training to become 
a master currier and assistant 
manager until the firm relocated 


to Scotland. Whilst Holden’s were 
keen for Ron to go with them, he 
and his wife Muriel and his chil¬ 
dren Tony and Diane decided to 
remain in Walsall. 

Many other local curriers were 
keen to secure his skills and fi¬ 
nally Ron decided to work at J 
& E Sedgwick in Reservoir Place 
where he remained until his re¬ 
tirement. Francesca Cox, assistant 
curator at the museum, said: “He 
was completely passionate about 
the leather museum. When he left 
we were really sad to see him go.”

Murder plot 
straight out 
of drama as 
man jailed 


IT could have been a scene straight out of a 
gritty US TV drama - secret talks with a pri¬ 
vate investigator in California and the offer of 
$30,000 to have an ex-wife murdered. 

But this was real life and the man in the leading 
role was from the Black Country and William Wal¬ 
lace was jailed for nine years in the US. 


The father, originally 
from Walsall, had been in¬ 
volved in a custody battle 
with his ex-wife in 2013 over 
their four-year-old daughter 
when decided it was time to 
put her out of the picture. 
He was not prepared to kill 
her himself - but he was 
ready to pay $30,000 to hire 
a hitman. 

Wallace, aged 36, who 
lived on the Yew Tree Estate 
before moving to Santa Ana, 
California, 40 miles south of 
Los Angeles, had initially 
hired a private investigator 
to find dirt on his wife in a 
bid to make her look bad in 
court and swing proceedings 
in his favour. But he then 
decided to go a step further. 

Wallace asked his private 
investigator if he knew an¬ 
yone who would kill her 
and dispose of her body, 
US prosecutors said. He 
requested the murder take

place after December 23 
when he would be back in 
the West Midlands for a 
Christmas visit - putting 
plenty of distance between 
himself and the crime. 

The horrified investiga¬ 
tor reported Wallace’s plan 
to police and detectives 
decided they would set up 
the scheming father, which 
would prove his downfall. 

Wallace met with the un¬ 
dercover detective and of¬ 
fered to pay the five-figure 
sum to have it done. 

He even produced a 
photograph of his former 
flame, who was originally 
from Sussex and has not 
been named. Wallace was 
arrested by police. He was 
jailed after admitting at¬ 
tempted murder and two 
counts of solicitation to com¬ 
mit murder.

“We aim to see all new referrals 
the same day, unless the patient can’t 
attend clinic or if our capacity is lim¬ 
ited we will see the patient the next 
day with the approval of the referring 
clinician,” Leon Talbot, team lead ex¬ 
plained. 

“We don’t delay treatment. We are 
a community-based service and man¬ 
age both acute unplanned care and 
planned referrals from secondary 
care. We always have to be ready for 
referrals. 

“We have a dedicated co-ordinator, 
whose role it is to man the phones, ac¬ 
cept referrals, advise on a IV antibiotic 
treatment plan with the referrer, put¬ 
ting the pathways in place, as well as 
reviewing blood results and organising 
scans.” 


A GOOD Samaritan has been given an 
award after saving a pensioner’s life. 

Craig Wilson, aged 34, from 
Aldridge, saved the life of Jessie Crook, 
70, from Pelsall, after she slipped into 
freezing water while dog walking on 
Pelsall Common and was unable to 
move after twisting her leg. 

Mr Wilson spotted Mrs Crook as he 
was driving home and stopped his car 
to help. The pair were reunited in Wal¬ 
sall last week at the Mayor’s parlour 
as the mayor herself, Councillor Kath 


Phillips, presented Mr Wilson with a 
good citizen award. She had wanted to 
meet the pair after reading about the 
story on Facebook. 

Councillor Phillips said: “It’s been 
really lovely to have Craig and Jessie 
here in the parlour.” 

Mrs Crook, who is said to be recov¬ 
ering well, attended the parlour with 
her husband Michael while Mr Wilson 
came with his wife Alex, two-year-old 
daughter Sofia and one year old twins 
Penny and Hope.

“The driver had left the scene prior 
to our arrival.” 


Father of two took 
own life after being 
arrested by police

A FATHER of two hanged himself 
after being arrested by police, an 
inquest has been told. 

Gary Slater, aged 48, from Walsall, 
was found by his sister after being 
arrested by West Midlands Police on 
April 3. 

He had confessed to the crimes, which 
were not revealed at the inquest at the 
Black Country Coroner’s Court, earlier in 
the day and been released pending further 
forensic investigation. 

However he was found dead later the 
same day. After his arrest he was taken to 
his Walsall home by West Midlands Police 
and when he arrived his wife, Nicole, left to 
stay in a local hotel. 

Assistant coroner David Urpeth, who was 
presiding over Monday’s hearing, explained 
how after his wife had left, Mr Slater went 
to visit his mum and sister and then his two 
daughters, aged 17 and 19. 

Mr Urpeth added: “He said goodbye to 
everyone and then went home and hung 
himself, leaving notes. Mrs Slater had been 
worried about her husband and asked his 
sister to go round and check on him, which 
is when he was found hanging.” 

Confessing 

She sobbed throughout the inquest, 
briefly giving evidence to confirm that she 
thought her husband had killed himself on 
purpose. Mr Slater had told West Midlands 
Police that he was ‘fine’ and ‘fit to go’ after 
confessing to the crimes but was given self- 
harm advice and handed a suicide preven¬ 
tion pack. 

The inquest was told that due to the re¬ 
cent police contact before Mr Slater’s death, 
West Midlands Police had referred itself to 
the Independent Police Complaints Com¬ 
mission. The commission recommended the 
force carry out an internal inquiry, which 
found no wrongdoing. 

Mr Urpeth said: “I am satisfied beyond 
all reasonable doubt that the appropriate 
conclusion is suicide. That is tragic for him 
and for all those he leaves behind. I would 
like to offer my condolences to his family.” 

A statement from West Midlands Police 
said: “A man was arrested on 3 April from 
his home address in Walsall after officers 
executed a search warrant. He was taken 
into West Midlands Police custody for 
questioning and later released. Officers re¬ 
turned the 48-year-old to his home address 
and welfare issues were addressed. Police 
were made aware by ambulance colleagues 
that the man had been found dead at home 
later that day; it’s suspected he took his 
own life. The matter was referred to the 
IPCC as a matter of course.” 


THREE newborn kittens are recov¬ 
ering after they were found close to 
death. 

The kittens, then two days old, 
were found in a storage cupboard 
at a factory in Walsall Enterprise 
Park, in Regal Drive. It is thought 
that they were born to a feral cat 
who possibly abandoned them. 
When RSPCA animal collection of¬ 
ficer Catherine Strawford arrived, 
they were still wet from the birth, 
stone cold and not moving. One had 
sadly died. 

Mrs Strawford said: “It was so 
sad to see them so close to death 
but the surviving three are pulling 


through and they have become very 
lively. It is a terrible start to their 
lives but I have every faith they will 
keep getting stronger and stronger, 
and one day will be able to be re¬ 
homed. 

“They are so cute and I can’t stop 
taking photos and video of them.” 

The surviving kittens - a female, 
who has been named Rose, and two 
males, named Percy and Max -are 
now being hand-reared by Cathe¬ 
rine and her family.

New life for derelict pub site with 
scheme for six-bedroomed home 


A DERELICT pub targeted by van¬ 
dals is poised to be transformed into 
a six-bedroom house under new plans. 

Just last week, a planning applica¬ 
tion to tear down the Sneyd Inn on 
Vernon Way, Bloxwich, and replace it 
with 21 homes was withdrawn by de¬ 
velopers. 

However, new plans to utilise the 
site as a ‘six bedroom dwelling’ after 
it closed for business last year, have 
been recommended for approval by 
planning officers at Walsall Council. 

A report attached to the planning 
application reads: “Currently the 
derelict nature of the site has meant 


the site has been used for dumping 
grounds and not befitting for the green 
belt locality of the site. 

“It has been reported recently that 
there have been a number of car thefts 
and fires on the site due to it being a 
hotspot for youngsters to congregate 
and gather on the premises. 

“The open and unmaintained na¬ 
ture of the site allows this to continue 
and will only increase the damage to 
the site.” 

The pub was put up for sale in 2015, 
however no interest had been regis¬ 
tered in purchasing the site until the 
previous application to flatten the site 


and build homes was submitted in 
May 2016. Before its closure, the pub 
was hit by a spate of burglaries, with 
the site being targeted five times in six 
months in 2011. 

A number of pubs in the Bloxwich 
area have been closed and become a 
target for vandals in recent years. 

In particular, the state of the former 
Leathern Bottle and Eagle pub sites in 
Creswell Crescent have long been an 
issue with Walsall MP David Winnick. 

Developer SEP Properties has re¬ 
cently applied to build 17 flats on the 
site of The Eagle, which had travellers 
set up camp outside in November.

Darren dips in with new 
angle to help youngsters 


A FORMER police officer has 
spoken of his pride after reel¬ 
ing thousands of youngsters 
away from a life of crime by 
getting them hooked on fish¬ 
ing. 

The Fishing Academy charity - 
which was the brainchild of Dar¬ 
ren Robbins from West Midlands 
Police - runs an angling and edu¬ 
cation programme. 

It was set up for young people at risk 
of getting caught up in anti-social be¬ 
haviour or exclusion from school. 

Just two per cent of schoolchildren 
have broken their contract of good 
behaviour after attending the pro¬ 
gramme; with some going on to work 
in the fishing industry and waterways 
as a result of what they learned. 

The scheme was initially started by 
Darren with just a handful of unruly 
youths from Brownhills in 2004. 

Funding 

Darren, who was a Pc for 30 years 
and is now a staff member at West 
Midlands Police, said: “It is hard to be¬ 
lieve how the programme has grown; it 
started off with myself working with a 
small group who were involved in an¬ 
ti-social behaviour in Brownhills. 

“I then got a bit of funding from 
the police, council and Environment 
Agency to establish this site and now 
we have a purpose-built facility.” 

The initiative was immediately 
successful in encouraging secondary 
school pupils to develop new skills. 

This led to the launch of the Fishing 
Academy which now works alongside 
up to 30 schools in the West Midlands 
to offer support and guidance to young 
people - mainly aged between 12 and 
16. The Academy, based in Abbotts 
Bromley in Staffordshire, has a fishing 
lake and classrooms for mentoring and 
education purposes.”

Fears on 700 Jaeger jobs 


FASHION chain Jaeger has collapsed 
into administration, putting nearly 
700 high street jobs at risk. There are 
more than 100 stores and concessions 
across the country, inlcuding a local 
outlet at Boundary Mill in Walsall. 

The group’s directors have ap¬ 
pointed AlixPartners to oversee the 
process following failed attempts by 
the company’s private equity owner, 
Better Capital, to sell the struggling 
business. Jaeger - which employs 
around 680 staff across 46 stores, 63 


concessions, its London head office 
and a logistics centre in Kings Lynn 
- had been on the market for around 
£30 million. However, no buyer mate¬ 
rialised and Better Capital sold Jae¬ 
ger’s debt to a company understood 
to be controlled by retail billionaire 
Philip Day, who heads up Edinburgh 
Woollen Mill. 

A statement by AlixPartners ex¬ 
plained that the request was made 
after Jaeger was “unable to attract 
suitable offers.”

“We can’t wait to return to the Midlands, it has great 
audiences. We did our last tour in Birmingham in front of 
thousands of people and it was really warm.” 

Dick and Dorn are famed for their own brand of 
whimsical chaos on our TV screens, a style that they 
adapted to stage in a flash. 

“We’ve been doing this for more than 20 years now, 
so a lot of the ideas now have just been crafted over time 
that we know work,” says Dick. 

“The live show Dick vs Dorn is basically a culmination 
of everything we’ve done over the years in one package. 
We’re like one big joke book, one big file of different 
routines, show bits, festival bits and we just put all of that 
together for our live shows.” 

With such an extensive array of kooky highlights from 
their career - what’s their favourite? 

“We really have to look back at Dick and Dorn in Da 
Bungalow for that, that’s one of our favourite things that 
we have ever done, and obviously it had the very famous 
game ‘Bogies’ that has stayed with the audience ever 
since,” Dick tells us. 

“Obviously that audience has grown 
up now and we have taken it with us 
when we’ve done university tours. 

It’s become a classic, it was on BBC 
One, BBC Two and all these digital 
channels afterwards for people to 
watch.” 

“The ‘Bogies’ game just sticks, 

I don’t know what it is with it! It 
channels that sort of Horrid Henry 
and Dennis the Menace sort of vibe 
that people love,” Dorn continues. 

“We brought it back recently for Comic 
Relief and doing it again, as 40 year 
olds, was just great! 

“It’s funny that most children 
who are watching us on 
BBC now, when you write 
bogies on an autograph 
they have no idea why 
you’ve put it!” 

Dick and Dorn’s 
career started more 
than 20 years ago, after 
years of hard work. 

“At the young age of 
18 I was a tea boy and a 
runner and I started at 
the bottom and worked 
my way up,” Dick tells 
us. 

Dorn adds: “As for me, I 
was a jobbing magician in 


the south west, and I used that in a job interview and just 
worked really hard. 

“We were then both presenters for the CBBC but we 
weren’t comedians really, then there was this props guy 
who worked behind the scenes and he used to be like 
‘oh, here comes Dick and Dorn!’ and it just stuck. 

“From that moment we got picked up by producer 
Steve Ride and he just developed our act even more and 
then we discovered we could just do fun things. It just 
came naturally, it wasn’t a conscious decision by us.” 

From this, a whole new generation of comedy lovers 
was born as children tuned into their TV screens to catch 
a glimpse of the raucous duo. 

In 2002, iconic programme Dick and Dorn in Da 
Bungalow first aired and it was a programme that

changed the duo’s lives forever and led to further shows 
such as Diddy Movies, Dick and Dorn’s Hoopla, Absolute 
Genius and more. 

“Making the Bungalow was absolutely amazing. As 
teenagers all we wanted to do was to become CBBC 
presenters but moreso, the ultimate goal was to work 
on Saturday morning on BBC One.” Dorn enthuses. 

“When we eventually got the call to say they wanted 
us to do that, we just didn’t know what to do, it was 
amazing. That’s just half the battle, the other half is 
just making sure everyone loves it and thankfully we 
A succeeded. 

" “We all had an absolute riot making it, every single 
week we were howling with laughter. Everyone there 
genuinely was having the best time. It led to so many 
amazing things afterwards, it opened so many 
doors.” 

It’s not just TV Dick and Dorn have mastered, 
they’ve also had stints in theatre starring in the 
likes of Spamalot, Aladdin and Dick Whittington. 

“It’s instant gratification really, you see everyone 
having a great time in front of you,” Dick tells us. 

We wonder, what’s coming up for the duo? 

“We can’t reveal everything yet, but we do have a lot 
of really exciting things to look forward to!” Dorn says. 
“We’re stacked up, and we do have some absolute 
crackers in the works, but we just can’t reveal all yet!”

Russell Kane is a changed man. 

For his Right Man, Wrong Age tour, 
which calls at Stourbridge Town 
Hall on Sunday, April 30, you may 
encounter someone with a new 
look, fresh perspectives and a 
different approach to his comedy. 

“In the last year I’ve been married 
and had a baby. I’ve changed my 
hair, I’ve changed my look, I’ve 
thrown all my eyeliner in the bin. 

“I literally went to my wardrobe 
one day and got all my ridiculous 
clothes and took them to the 
Sue Ryder shop for some other 
man having a midlife crisis, then 
bought the four exact same suits in 
different colours from Topman. 

Then I got my hair as flat as it can 
go and I thought, ‘that’s it: this is 
me now’.” 


Russell can pinpoint the exact 
moment when he needed to alter 
his outlook and write a new show. It 
started with somebody at the door. 

“I’m always looking for the 
moment that can make me 
look ridiculous in a way that is 
compelling. I was in the middle of 
spray-tanning myself in these tiny 
pants when the doorbell went. 

“I went downstairs in my dressing 
gown and this window cleaner was 
touting for work. He said, ‘I’m really 
sorry to disturb you: is your mum 
or dad in at all?’ You might have 
thought this was a compliment, but 
it’s really not. He could be talking 
about how I’m putting myself 
across so I thought: ‘clothes in the 
bin’. And at that moment, there was 
Right Man, Wrong Age.” 


In the world of stand-up, acts are 
continually expected to evolve and 
grow and turn over a significant 
amount of material every one or two 
years. For some this burden might 
prove too much, but for Russell 
Kane this is a challenge he relishes. 
“I’ll keep changing, and I don’t 
really ever want to stand still. I don’t 
care if it confuses people about 
where I’m coming from.” 

His sense of gratitude for the 
job he’s doing is palpable. “I love 
it. If I ever have a bad day and feel 
miserable, I think about the things 
my family have done for a living. 

The fact that I can go and do an 
hour’s work on stage is incredible.”

Dave feels the pressure to 
bring the killer to justice 


O n August 22, 2007,11 -year- 
old Rhys Jones was walking 
home from football practice 
in the Croxteth Park area of 
Liverpool when he was shot in the 
back by hooded youth riding a silver 
mountain bike aiming at members 
of a rival mob. 

Rhys’ mum Melanie rushed to the 
scene when she heard what had 
happened, but by the time she had 
reached him, he was unconscious. 

Paramedics tried for over a hour 
and a half to resuscitate him, but 
Rhys was later pronounced dead at 
Alder Hey Children’s Hospital. 

As well as being the star player for 
his team, Rhys was a dedicated 
supporter of Everton FC, and had a 
season ticket along with his father 
and brother. 

The club’s players laid a floral 
tribute, boots and shirts at the scene 
of the crime, while players, staff and 
fans paid tribute to him in a minute- 
long applause at the home game 
against Blackburn Rovers three 
days after his death. 

Over 2,500 mourners attended 


Rhys’ funeral at Liverpool Anglican 
Cathedral on September 6, with 
Everton footballer Alan Stubbs 
reading from the Bible during the 
service. 

In the days, weeks and months 
following Rhys’ death, more than 
300 police officers and gun crime 
specialists were being deployed in 
the hunt for his killer. 

This new drama chronicles the 
tragedy which shook the city of 
Liverpool and the nation as a 
whole, and looks at how Rhys’ 
killer, Sean Mercer, and his 
associates were finally caught and 
prosecuted. 

Liverpudlian actor Stephen 
Graham (Boardwalk Empire, This is 
England and Taboo) leads the cast 
as Detective Superintendent Dave 
Kelly, who led the investigation into 
Rhys’s murder on behalf of 
Merseyside Police. 

Sinead Keenan and Bryan F 
O’Byrne play Rhys’s grieving 
parents Melanie and Steve. 

In tonight’s first episode, DS Kelly 
is charged with bringing Rhys’ 


teenage killer to justice, but 
although the assailant’s identity is 
well known, finding the evidence to 
charge him proves to be a far more 
difficult challenge. 

The show’s writer and executive 
producer Jeff Pope has made his 
name with this type of dark, real-life 
drama. 

As well as penning the scripts for 
Mrs Biggs, about Great Train 
Robber Ronnie Biggs’ wife, and The 
Widower about serial murderer 
Malcolm Webster, he also exec- 
produced Appropriate Adult 
exploring the crimes of Fred and 
Rosemary West. 

For Little Boy Blue, Pope and the 
cast and crew have recreated the 
moving moment when Rhys’ 
parents and brother bravely lined up 
in front of the crowd at Goodison 
Park to pay tribute to the murdered 
boy. 

With the Z Cars theme playing as 
they walked onto the pitch, 
applause rang out around the 
stadium for a one-minute tribute in 
his memory.

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Why it's the Bel-gium of the ball 



AS a man who avoids buying clothes until 
his jeans are almost threadbare, my sense of 
fashion could be described as inept. 

I know vintage handbags can be a serious 
investment and Jimmy Choo is a shoemaker. But that’s 
about it. So as my train rolls into Antwerp, Belgium’s 
second city and one of Europe’s biggest fashion and 
design hubs, I begin to wish I’d invested a bit more time 
and effort in my wardrobe. 

Fortunately, the city’s sense of style extends way 
beyond clothing. In terms of both architecture - and 
attitude - Antwerp, I soon discover, is seriously cool. 

The journey to Antwerp takes three hours from 
London via Brussels on the Eurostar, so it’s within 
relatively easy, hassle-free reach. 

I disembark at the striking Antwerp Central Station, 
rated as one of the most beautiful train stations in the 
world for its striking stone and marble interior. Although 
originally built in the late 19th century, it’s a mishmash 
of architectural styles. 

Eclectic 

“It’s got a few influences,” our cycle tour guide, 
Nicolas de Beider, from Cyclant tells me, as we tour 
around the city on two wheels. 

“Antwerp is very eclectic,” he continues, giving me a 
brief history of the city that’s home to around 500,000 
inhabitants. 

An important trading centre for sugar in the 1500s, 
it’s now best known for its diamond and chemical 
industries. It’s also one of the busiest ports in Europe 
and more important to Germany than Hamburg - or so 
Nicolas claims. 

I’ve learned so much in my brief time in the city 
already, but there’s more to come. Nicolas’ lessons 
extend beyond economics and design, to encompass 
a thorough explanation on how to take a bike on an 
escalator. 


There are few bridges in Antwerp, making tunnels 
underneath the river Scheldt the best crossing points. 
Many are accessed via escalators, and city cyclists 
learn from a young age that the correct way to carry a 
bike on these moving stairways is to lock the front wheel 
against a step, creating a T shape. 

I pop out on the river’s left bank, a far quieter part of 
the city with spectacular views across to the old town 
and Antwerp’s port. Rising high above the building tops 
is the spire of the Gothic Cathedral of Our Lady. The 
adjacent tower was never finished, only reaching a third 


of its intended height. In a country as flat as Belgium, 
anything tall is a major attraction, and Antwerp’s 
cathedral is no exception. 

The viewing platform atop the Museum aan de 
Stroom (MAS), is far more accessible. The building 
is a prime example of contemporary architecture and 
reflects the city’s trading history and modern industrial 
focus. 

Beer, is ubiquitous in Belgium, so I’m happy to be 
heading to De Koninck brewery. 

It has been pumping out a fine selection of liquid 


amber since 1833, and the site has evolved to include 
a butcher, cheesemonger, bakery, chocolate shop and 
even a cycling store. Refreshingly, there is a ban on any 
chain retailers. 

Back in the city centre, walking off my liquid lunch, 

I stroll along Schuttershofstraat, where Chanel and 
Burberry sit alongside local designer stores Natan and 
Coccodrillo. Perhaps I don’t fully appreciate the city’s 
concept stores and trend-setting designs, but what 
I’ve discovered in Antwerp is style, innovation and 
imagination to boot. NICK MCAVANEY

I peered over the bonnet. It stretched 
further into the distance than the Golden 
Gate Bridge and for a moment I thought 
I might need binoculars. Because the 
Infiniti Q30 is a curvaceous beast; part 
super-model, part muscled-up gym 
dude. Its curves roll like waves on the 
Atlantic; all ebb and flow, rise and fall. 
They conceal a ballsy 2.2 litre diesel 
engine that powers from 0-62 in 8.5 
seconds. And if you can find a road with 
no speed cameras and no speed limits 
you can squeeze it to 134mph. Vroom 
blinkin’ vroom. 

The impressive styling, however, is just 
the start of it. For the aesthetic qualities of 
the Q30 are backed up by ritzy comfort, 
state-of-the-art technology, impressive 
performance and more grunt than a 93 
decibel Maria Sharapova serve. 15-Love. 

But before we marvel at the satin chrome 
window trim, dual USB ports and six 
speaker sound system or the tyre pressure 
monitoring system to make sure it’s phat 
tyres can cope with a tarmac feast, let’s 
dwell for a moment on that beautiful 
exterior. 

The Infiniti is, quite simply, drop dead 
gorgeous. A toothy grill and gentle 
undulations give the front magnetic 
attraction. LED auto-level headlights 
provide high level illumination while big- 
is-beautiful bonnet gives it kerb appeal. 

The Q30 is a real bobby dazzler, a head¬ 
turning, show-stopping stunner. 

It’s impressive on the inside as it is 
outside. A leather steering wheel and 
shift leather stands proudly above a 
leatherette dashboard and Nappa leather 
seat finishings. There are wood inserts 
for the door panels and centre cluster. 
Power lumber support and three heat 
setting seats for the driver and passenger 


chairs make driving - or being driven - as 
pleasurable as taking front row seats 
at Birmingham’s lavishly-upholstered 
Symphony Hall. 

An all-singing, all-dancing entertainment 
system that’s intuitive and responsive adds 
to the fun. Dual USB ports with iPod and 
smart phone connectivity, active noise 
cancellation, a cd player and Bluetooth 
streaming, voice recognition and touch 
street infotainment means you can listen 
to music in just about any format at a 
volume that would wake the neighbours. 

So well-thought-out is the media package 
that the only surprise is there isn’t also a 
vinyl player. 

The car hugs the road like a bear with a 
honey tree. It offers a fantastically smooth 


and sure ride; providing reassuring grip. 

It pulls down into the road, giving stability 
through corners and at speed. The sense 
of safety is underscored by a four-wheel 
ABS system, seven airbags - to protect 
knees and hips, as well as faces - adaptive 
brake assist, a dash-mounted cruise 
control and a lane departure warning 
provide additional confidence. The Q30 is 
all about the detail and Infiniti have gone 
the extra mile. So while we might expect 
rain sensing wipers, rear parking sensors 
and a hill start assist, the forward collision 
warning and stop and auto dimming driver 
door mirror are an added bonus. 

The Q30 offers three driver modes: Eco, 
regular and bloomin’ fast - sorry, we meant 
to say ‘sport’. The latter is cheetah-like. 


Graceful and bristling with power, it eats 
tarmac like a choc-o-holic in the Lindt 
factory. 

And it’s that drive that’s the most 
impressive aspect of the Q30. Because for 
all of the whistles and bells, for all of the 
I’ve-done-quite-well-in-my-executive-life- 
and-it’s-time-to-enjoy-the-rewards brilliant, 
and for all of the why-waste-extra-on-a- 
shiny-BMW-Mercedes-or-Audi-when-this- 
provides-all-of-their-briliance-for-a-fraction- 
of-the-price value; the Q30 is, first and 
foremost, a delight to drive. 

Quick, sturdy, powerful and responsive, 
it’s an executive model with sports car feel; 
a luxurious and elegant statement-of-a-car 
that handles as beautifully as a pro dancer 
on Strictly. 


Trauma of being 
stranded roadside 

Close to half a million UK drivers a year are left 
stranded on the road after being involved in accidents 
that leave their cars immobile. 

One in eight drivers are also forced to await rescue 
on a dangerous stretch of road, research by Direct Line 
has revealed. 

The survey, which took into account 2,006 
responses by UK adults, also found that 52 per cent 
of respondents under 35 felt vulnerable following an 
accident. 

Simon Williams, RAC spokesman, said: “Being 
stranded at the side of a busy road after an accident 
can be a frightening experience. 

“Having attended the scenes of thousands of 
accidents RAC recovery teams often find motorists and 
their passengers still in their vehicles on busy roads. 

“We strongly advise everyone in a stricken vehicle to 
move to a place of safety as quickly and as carefully as 
possible to avoid the risk of being involved in another 
incident, unless you are unable to or it would put you in 
greater danger to do so.” 

The survey also revealed that a quarter of drivers had 
to resort to calling friends or family members to come 
and rescue them. 

Gus Park, head of motor insurance at Direct 
Line, said: “Being stranded by the roadside can be 
extremely distressing for the driver and passengers 
involved, especially after a collision that leaves the 
vehicle unroadworthy. With a thousand people 
involved in car accidents every day, the last thing 
they need is to be left stranded in a vulnerable, or 
inconvenient location with no means to get to their 
destination.” 

The data also showed that female drivers were more 
likely to call a partner, while men preferred to contact 
their insurers first.
